est waterway, and for a lesson in the 
practical application of the plans and 
advice of the A tlanta gathering. 
It 
Is shown that where European nations 
for years have berm anticipating the 
opening of the canal by preparing to 
extend and increase commerce with 
the L atin -American republics. Ameri­ 
ca has not made the most of her op­ 
portunities—her cities have 
not. 
in 
this regard. 
The warning is voiced 
that the entire nation should fall in 
line to support

Journal adds, “the nations of the Old 
\N orb! have been systematically m ak ­ 
ing ready for the opening of the canal, 
and for the fields 
and 
currents of 
cnmmero* that will he re leased. They 
have sent their embassies and experts 
Into the canal country and al! con­ 
tiguous regions 
They have been busy 
arranging banking facilities, in study­ 
ing the needs, the tastes and in culti­ 
vating tho good Will c f t h e people with 
whom the new trade will b« carried 
on.” 


As the p..st 
suggests. Americans 
must duplicate tie se methods lf they 
are to reap their due share of profit 


in the new era 
of world commerce, 
which the canal will unfold. 
Tho South is to bo congratulated 
on the fact th at it has taken a def­ 
inite and aggressive step in this d i­ 
rection through the 
movement thnt

This follows the 
Information from Austin that an Im ­ 
mediate change is quite probable In 
the m anagem ent of the p l a c e to which 
th# State sends homeless boys of nine 
year# and convicted felons of sixteen 
years and upwards, calling It a “Juve­ 
nile training school.” The present super­ 
intendent Is absent from hie charge, 
In Austin, In conference with the gov- 
ernor. 
"A ch an g a " our Austin corres­ 
pondent advise# us. “seems imminent, 
and Governor Colquitt has placed the 
m atter entirely in the hands of thai 
board of m anagers with fuji authority. 
The governor has Instructed tbs board 
to take w hat steps it 
deems 
advis­ 
able." 


It seems th a t Mr. Colquitt’s view. 
and our view, published to the State 
when this new spaper undertook to de­ 
scribe conditions as they existed In the 
Institution e:,rly in December, that the 
place is be| nd redemption unless the 
legislature hears the cry and provides 
money 
to 
segregate criminals from 
children 
there, 
is lrr< futsbly rnestab­ 
lished as fact. 
“The* board of tru s ­ 
tees.” the dispatches relate, “has w rit­ 
ten the governor that conditions have 
not improved, and there should be a 
change ” 
The governor gave specific 
instruc tions that not a single employe 
w ho had walked out on Huperlntendent 
Adams during tho last week in N o­ 
vember should he reinstated. 
Wa are 
surprised. 
Even while 
The 
Waco 
News’ staff correspondents were on 
the ground. November 30. the super­ 
intendent 
re-employed 
some of the 
guards who walked out. 
The new 
m eaning of this later development Is 
hardly clear, and tile cause of the 
governor's Instruction Is in darkness 
What ha* been going on in the place 
since December I that has evaded lo­ 
cal publicity? 
Mr. 
Colquitt 
has 
authorized 
a 
change 
Capatin Adam# was appoint­ 
ed to serve out the unexpired term 


of Mr. Gray of Corsicana, who re ­ 
signed tho superintendency last su m ­ 
mer. 
T hat term will expire February 
I. The governor, it is km s n . desires 
the legislature to take action on his

At a meeting of the directors of the 
Farmers’ and Merchants' State bank 
held yesterday afternoon. A. R. Mc­ 
Collum, 
who had Just been elei ted 
president, and Abe Gross, who had 
lust b«'en elected vice president, were 
appointed a committee to start an or­ 
ganization in this county for practb a1 
and personal work among the far­ 
mers to the end that the most up- 
Droved agricultural methods may ne 
followed, and the best results obtained 
from every acre of tillable soil In the 
county. 
The movement 
Is one which has 
long had the endorsement of the Texas 
Bankers’ association and it is a move­ 
ment which is fostered and promoted 
by the state anil federal governments. 
The United Plate* department of ag­ 
riculture has its field agents continu­ 
ally at work in all the states and 
these field agents are 
co-operating 
with the state agricultural colleges 
and the itate departments of agricul­ 
ture In everj* section of the country. 
It means that the educational move­ 
ment for scientific agriculture, farm 
management, live stock raising, poul­ 
try raising, cultivation, breeding, feed­ 
ing, etc., will be taken directly to the 
iarrn 
It means that exports In the 
teaching of all these scientific branches 
will go direct to the rural precincts. 
will hold meetings among the farmers 
atm will give them in brief the same 
instruction that is given the student 
who attend* an agricultural collet* 
In starting the movement the F ar­ 
m ers' and Merchants* Stat# bank ap ­ 
propriated tin- sum of $2;>0 per year 
tor a period of three year*, the action 
of the bank being embodied in this 
resolution: 
VV tiereas, it is universally conceded 
that all wealth springs directly or In. 
directly from the soil and th.it agri­ 
cultural pursuits have brought forth 
a vast amount of wealth. 
And whereas our own county of Mc­ 
Lennan is naturally endowed with 
a 
aoli of such fertility that with proper 
cultivation It may be made the ban - 
a- r producing county of the state, and 
believ mg that the success of every 
bank is to a great measure dependent 
upon the success of the agrlcultui isle 
and that the success of the rn* r< bant 
is dependent uixm both, and realizing 
that the time has come when ad v ani od 
and s> ientific methods should ta pur­ 
sued and practiced in every branch 
of agriculture and that by inHruitlon 
and experiment* by those proficient it) 
the arts ami sci* ne# of agriculture our 
farmers, stock raisers, truck and fruit 
growers ot this county will reap n 
greater financial benefit, which will 
not only be of vast public interest 
to the country, but direct pecuniary 
gain to the banks of name. 
Therefore be it 
resolved by 
the 
stockholders of the Farmers and Mer­ 
chant* State bank, In annual meeting 
assembled: 
1. 
That the directors of this hank 
appoint from their number a com­ 
mittee of not less than two whose duty 
It shall be to start an organisation in 
this county which will have for Its 
purpose the practical and personal in­ 
struction of the farmers, stock rais­ 
ers, truck and fruit growers of this 
county in modern and scientific care 
and treatment in the rearing and cul­ 
turing of their respective products, to. 
aether with proper treatment of the 
soil, and especially In the holding of 
schools of Instruction and demonstra­ 
tion on the different farms of 
the 
county by competent Instructors, in 
line with the ideas promulgat'd by the 
Texas Bankers' association.

That said committee, to further 
said purpose, shall canvass amoryt the 
hanks and merchants, abd lf necessary 
among the farmers of the county, for 
yearly subscriptions to Insure a fund 
sufficient for the payment of all ex­ 
penses necessary for 
the

sforesaid and that said subscriptions 
be made in yearly amounts for a term 
of not less than three years.

That said fund be dispensed by 
a board of directors of said organi­ 
zation to lie effected In the emplt^- 
ment of one or more practical scien­ 
tific and modern agriculturists, a part 
of whose duty It shall he to visit the 
different farms and devise ways and 
means of bettering the methods, pro­ 
pagation and culture of their prod­ 
uct*. treatment of the aoli, hetterra)ei$ 
In the rearing of Mock, for an eco­ 
nomic purchase of all seeds for plant­ 
ing purpose*, the establishment of a 
practical, husimsalike and advantage- 
ous plan In the marketing of all prod­ 
ucts. and for such other purposes to 
the betterment of said farmers, stock 
raisers, fruit and truck growers of 
said M clennan county as may be by 
said organization thought proper and 
beneficial 
4. 
And to begin said organization 
said director* are requested to sub­ 
scribe to said fund for a period of 
not ie** than three years the sum 
of ISHO per year, to he paid as said 
organization to be 
afterwards per­ 
fected. shall request and that the other 
banks of the county, together with the 
merchant* and farmers of same, be 
canvassed to subacribe to such fund 
In such yearly amounts a* In 
their 
Judgment they shall see fit to do.

Alleging the creditors of the B o y ­ 
den-Kirksey woolen mills were

prived of $8250 a few month* before 
the corporation became insolvent, a 
petition was flied in the Waco division 
of the Western district of Texan, of 
the United Htate* court, yesterday, by 
M. C. M. Bark, trustee, naming W. W. 
Cameron and E. K. Bolton the de­ 
fendants. 
The corporation 
declared 
bankruptcy January 
24, 
1812, 
and 
scheduled the liabilities at about $750,. 
OOO. 
The plaintiff, Mr. Park, was made 
trustee of the Bla> den - Kirksey Wool­ 
en Mill* following the filing of the 
bankruptcy 
petition. 
Other 
suit* 
along the same line may follow later. 
According to the allegations made 
in Mr. Bark* petition, the statement 
is made that on or about September 
ll, 1811, 
the 
said 
Slay lien-Kirksey 
Woolen Mills, and within four months 
prior to filing a bankruptcy petition, 
transferred to the defendant* the sum 
of $S260 in cash, that at that time 
said moneys were so re< eived by the 
defendants and that sin h money wa rn 
th** property at the corporation. 
The plaintiff would further shoe 
that sometime prior tv December 8, 
1968, the defendants were the ow nots 
of a large amount of capital stock In 
' aid defoam t corporal on, both pre­ 
ferred and common, and were mem 
iers of the hoard of directors; said 
W. W. Cameron w** its treasure. 
Continuing, the plaintiff alleges that 
276 shares of the capital stock was 
owned by one Altgeld, who having 
ascertained that the stock was of little 
value, endeavored to soil and off* red 
same to the open market 
To prevent 
a depreciation of the value of stock 
the petition reads, 
the 
defendant* 
purchased It and sold it to A W. H ar­ 
ris and took two promissory notes, 
dated December 8, 1909, due In twelve 
months for $4125 each, one payable to 
W W. Cameron and the other to K. It. 
Bolton. 
Further, the petition reads that on 
September ll, 1911, the defendants, co­ 
operative with S 
F. Kirksey Jr.. at 
that time gam ral manager of the af­ 
fairs of the defeunct corporation, in­ 
duced Kirksey to make a pretended 
purchase of the said notes, the fund* 
of - e-lid corporation in * lid sum of 
$8250 tieing paid for them, the pre 
tended purchase was veld, reads th e
